A POPULAR yacht moored in 
Ramsgate harbour for years has 
been moved to Sandwich after its 
owner decided the cost of keeping 
it in the town had become too high. 

Thanet council has doubled the mooring fees, 
forcing owner Robert Holden to quit the harbour 
saying he feels “disappointed” with the situation. 

The council stopped giving grants out for 
historic vessels in 2008, and the 50 per cent 
reduction that the Emanuel was given for the 
last two years as a goodwill gesture has also 
been stopped. 

Mr Holden was told he could apply for 
more funding, but he says that he tried and it 
was not available to him because he is not a 
charity or a property. 

He said: “We went through all the hoops and 
only came back to where we started. We take 
the view that they either want Emanuel or 
they don’t.” 

It resulted in the removal of the boat, which 
is now in Sandwich. 

Mr Holden, who has a huge affection for 
Ramsgate and enjoyed displaying his boat 
there, said: “Thanet council really doesn’t seem 
to realise the tourism potential of that side of 
the harbour. 

“Our arrangement with them had worked 
well, but the fees have got too high now. They 
are losing money as that space on the pontoons 
in the comer of the harbour is unused. 

“It is suited for provision of heritage vessels 
for display and tourism purposes. We were 
happy to make it available for free, but if the

Visit a Roman 
village at Big 
Dig exhibition 


TWO days of history will 
be held at the site of the 
East Kent access road in 
Richborough to show peo¬ 
ple what archaeologists 
have discovered. 

Experts from the Trust for Thanet 
Archaeology, the Isle of Thanet 
Archaeological Society, and Kent 
Archaeological Society will be at the 
free event from 10am to 4pm on 
Saturday and Sunday. 

The area became the gateway to 
England for the Romans, who land¬ 
ed nearby in 43AD, and built a 
fortress. 

The dig has unearthed a rare Iron 
Age and Roman village. It has 
revealed that circular marks in the 
ground were drainage ditches dug 
around the houses and that cobbled 
tracks ran through the village. 

Finds include a water hole, loom 
weights showing that some vil¬ 
lagers were weavers and iron slag 
indicating that others were smiths.

council chooses not to do that, then 

it’s their loss.” 

A Thanet council spokeswoman 
said: “Historic Vessel Grants were 
previously available, but these ended 
in 2008. 

“The harbour gave a 50 per cent 
reduction to this boat in 2008/09 and 
2009/10 as a goodwill gesture, but 
this was coming out of taxpayers’ 
money. 

“In the current economic climate 
we can’t continue to do this as the 
harbour is a commercial operation. 

“The owner was given considerable 
information about funding from 
other sources which he could ap¬ 
proach for help to pay for the moor¬ 
ing.” 

In 1934 the Emanuel sailed from 


England to Newfoundland and on to 
the coast of Labrador, where the lone 
sailor, RD Graham, fell ill. 

However, he managed to sail to 
Bermuda, where the boat stayed for 
the winter, before he was able to sail 
it back to across the Atlantic. 

It was a remarkable journey for its 
time, because of the single-handed 
nature, and Mr Holden spent years 
lovingly restoring the boat when he 
came to own it. 

Mr Holden says it was a journey he 
“wouldn’t even dream” of taking. 

When the boat first came into the 
harbour he signed a contract to put it 
on display for 18 weeks a year for 
people to see, and display boards 
charting the Emanuel’s fascinating 
story were put on deck for passers-by 
to read.

Building brighter futures 
for children of Chernobyl 


SKILLED workers from the Thanet 
branch of a building firm have trav¬ 
elled to Belarus to help refurbish 
facilities in a village badly affected 
by the Chernobyl nuclear disaster. 

Children in the village of Svaryn in the Brest 
region have been eagerly awaiting the arrival 
of the UK volunteers from the Mears Group, 
who hope to make a real difference to the 
youngsters’ everyday lives by refurbishing four 
sets of toilets and a dining area. 

They will also upgrade IT facilities at the 
local school, as well as handing over sports, 
recreational and craft equipment. 

Goods such as football kits, footballs, basket¬ 
balls, basketball hoops, table tennis sets, 
sewing machines and DIY kits are among the 
donations they will hand over, and Mears spe-

cialists will convert an existing classroom into a 
medical treatment room. 

The project is the idea of Mears Group’s 
regional manager for east Kent, Ian Blackman. 

He said: 'We have a number of plans for the 
future, including setting up our own hosting 
scheme throughout Mears, in partnership with 
the Chernobyl Children’s Lifeline. 

“This will enable groups of children to visit 
the UK and enjoy for a time, fresh air, unconta¬ 
minated food and water as well as many of the 
things that are not available to them at home.” 

The Mears Group works on the project with 
support from the charity Chernobyl Children’s 
Lifeline. 

The materials and equipment for the project 


were taken over by lorry, vans and minibuses. 

The people in Svaryn village and its sur¬ 
rounding area are still affected by the explosion 
at the Chernobyl nuclear reactor in 1986, 24 
years ago. 

Long-term exposure to low dose radiation, 
which remains in the food chain and water 
courses, results in a continuing high incidence 
of cancer-related illnesses in children through¬ 
out Belarus and neighbouring country, the 
Ukraine. 

Funding for the construction of the school at 
Svaryn was curtailed following the collapse of 
the Soviet Union in 1989 and school buildings 
are of a low standard. 

Belarus spends approximately 20 per cent of 
its available budget on dealing with the effects 
of Chernobyl and its growth as a country is sig¬ 
nificantly influenced by this.

Golds came from Katarzyna Grela in 
the -63kg juniors, Jakub Grela in the

50kg cadets and Magda Jarkiewicz in 
the -67kg seniors class. 

Silvers were won by Katarzyna in the 
-59 juniors, Ethan Stoke in the -31kg 
children’s and Mateusz Wawryszuk in 
the -40kg children’s class. 

Leszek said: “The whole team has done 
really well and hopefully we will do even 
better at the next tournament in July.”

Local councillor Simon Moores 
said: “This is not the kind of thing 
we want happening in Westgate.” 

A similar incident was reported 
to Yourthanet in which a group of 
people came out of a Indian restau¬ 
rant in Cuthbert Road last week. 

They were approached by two 
youths. One ran past and punched 
a woman in the shoulder, grabbing 
a bag and running off with it. 

One of the group gave chase, but 
the pursuer said the two youths 
had run off “very fast”. 


Council gets power to 
refuse garden homes 


POWERS to stop people building on 
their gardens have been handed to 
Thanet council. 

Following an announcement from 
the Department for Communities 
and Local Government last 
Wednesday, the authority will now 
have the power to reject unsuitable 
planning applications. 

It means new homes on garden 
land that could ruin the area’s char¬ 
acter can be refused very early on. 

The reclassification of gardens will 
not stop people making extensions to 
their homes. 

To date, planning guidance has 
classified gardens as previously 
developed land, putting it in the 
Brownfield category with derelict 
factories and disused railway sidings. 

Under the new rules, private gar¬ 
dens are removed from tins category, 
so local authorities will have more 
power to refuse planning permission 
for any development deemed to be 
inappropriate. 

The announcement comes after 
recently-published Government fig¬ 
ures showed the proportion of new 
houses built on previously developed 
land such as gardens had risen dra¬ 
matically. 

It has jumped from one in 10 to one 
in four between 1997 and 2008. 


The new government has reversed 
the requirement for new housing to 
be built at a minimum density of 30 
dwellings per hectare and it will now 
be acceptable for the council to give 
permission for lower density housing 
development. 

A council spokesman said: “This 
means councils will be able to use 
their discretion and work with the 
local community to deliver the right 
mix of affordable homes for the area 
and in turn provide housing that 
reflects the local context more appro¬ 
priately.” 

Leader of Thanet council, Bob 
Bayford said: “This is welcome news 
for us here in Thanet. It is a step that 
will transform our ability to prevent 
unwanted development and gives us 
more power to protect green spaces. 

“In recent years the council has 
sought to encourage developers to 
reduce the density in new develop¬ 
ment and we have refused a number 
of planning applications for the dem¬ 
olition of larger houses to build flats 
in the gardens. 

“Today’s change in the definition of 
garden land will make it easier for 
us to prevent such development and 
will give the council more say over 
the type of development that we 
approve.”

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Campaigners 
vow to battle 
on despite loss 
of advantage 


A LENGTHY battle to save a set 
of tennis courts in Ramsgate 
looks to be at an end. 

Hoot, the group that opposed the sale of the 
Montefiore courts in Montefiore Avenue, has 
accepted the fight is all but over after an 
inspector reached a decision that has proved 
hugely damaging to its hopes. 

Thanet council wants to sell the courts to 
raise capital and ease its cash crisis as part 
of an asset-disposal programme. 

Hoot, which stands for Hands Off Our 
Tennis, launched a campaign to save the 
courts and put in a bid for village green sta¬ 
tus that would have safeguarded the site. 

Decision 

However, that bid looks to have resulted 
in failure with last week’s announcement of 
the inspector’s recommendation. 

A final decision will be taken by Kent 
County Council, the registration authority, 
which is expected to follow the advice of the 
inspector. 

Alan Poole is a Montefiore ward councillor 
and one of Hoot’s leaders. 

He said: “We are very disappointed with 
the inspector’s recommendation. Thanet 
council spent three years and a huge amount 
of public money to deprive the community of 
access to a piece of land that belongs to the 
people of Ramsgate.” 

Despite the blow, Hoot has vowed to fight

on. Michelle Fenner, who also represents the 
ward, said: “The final decision rests solely 
with the KCC Regulation Committee 
Member Panel. 

“It is anticipated that the committee will 
meet in July or August - we will send our 
comments to the meeting. 

‘We will reiterate the strong opposition by 
the community to the sale of the land and we 
will urge KCC elected members to keep this 
land for public use. This was the reason it 
was originally purchased by Ramsgate 
Borough Council in 1948. 

‘We urge residents to contact KCC to 
express their opposition to the loss of this 
public-amenity land. 

“As ward councillors, we will be campaign¬ 
ing to raise a new petition from residents 
against this decision.” 

A Thanet council spokeswoman said: “The 
inspector’s report has only made a recom¬ 
mendation which means no final decision 
has yet been made - we will wait to hear the 
response from the KCC Regulation 
Committee Member Panel. 

“The sale of the site would, however, 
enable the provision of new and improved 
all-weather tennis courts, along with addi¬ 
tional parking for these facilities, as the sale 
would offer Thanet council the opportunity of 
a significant capital receipt.”

REPRESENTATIVES from Arts 
Council England South East paid 
a visit to Margate last week, voicing 
their pleasure at how construction 
of the Turner Contemporary gallery 
is progressing. 

The iconic white-glass-cladding has now 
started to be added to the exterior, which will 
transform the look of the building. 

The main staircase and window frames have 
been installed and work has been carried out 
on the entrance area. 

A pedestrian ramp to the front terrace is 
finished and the tower cranes are expected to 
leave the site by August. 

Among the representatives from the South 
East Regional Board for Arts Council England 
to see the gallery was Sarah Hohler. 

She has championed the gallery since her 
time as deputy leader of Kent County Council. 

She said: “It is a real pleasure to see the 
building taking shape and in this role with 
ACE I have the opportunity to show colleagues 
how this project is the way forward for arts and 
regeneration in the region.” 

Arts Council England South East is a signifi¬ 
cant funder of the gallery and has put forward 
£4.1 million for the project. 

The party visited on Wednesday. 


Sally Abbott, regional director of Arts Council 
South East, said: “We have shared the vision for 
this bold and exciting project for some time and 
are delighted to be in Margate to visit with our 
council members the emerging gallery and note 
the progress being made. 

“We have also been able to meet partners and 
others committed to the project and are all look¬ 
ing forward to the gallery opening next year.” 

Along with the £4m from the South East 
England Development Agency and £6.4m from 
KCC as the major funder, the building is on 
track to be completed later this year and opened 
in spring 2011.

Serial killer Tobin's 
new date for appeal 

MURDERER Peter Tobin has been given a 
new date to appeal against the sentence he 
received for killing a Scottish schoolgirl. 

The killer, who lived in Irvine Drive, 
Margate, for a time, received a 30-year 
jail term for Vicky Hamilton’s death but 
thinks it is too long. 

Tobin abducted Vicky from a bus-stop 
in Falkirk in 1991 and buried her 
remains at the Margate address. 

The appeal will be heard in a Scottish 
court on Thursday, July 22, after an earlier 
attempt was delayed when he fell ill. 

Last year Tobin was also jailed for life for 
the murder of teenager Dinah McNicol. 

Her body was also found in the Margate 
garden and Tobin, 63, is known to have 
murdered Polish student Angelika Kluk.

New tenants are 
needed to take 
on pawlion lease 


NEW tenants are being sought for 
Westgate Pavilion after the building 
was repossessed. 

The building’s future has once again been 
plunged into doubt as it was taken back into 
Thanet council control on Wednesday last week. 

Westgate Pavilion Ltd failed to file company 
counts and it was struck off the register at 
Companies House. 

It now ceases to exist as a company. 

Former venue boss Kevin Crace said: “It’s 
very complicated, but the situation is related 
to a court case, which is currently ongoing, 
so I cannot say too much due to the nature of 
the case.” 

Mr Crace said he was sorry that the Westgate 
Pavilion could not flourish. 

He said: “I wished I could have made it work. 
I’m a bit shell-shocked, but that’s the way it 
goes sometimes. Trading conditions are very 
difficult out there. 

“I hope I have left it in a better state than 
we found it in as a lot of renovations have 
been done and I hope someone can make it 
work.”

The council is inviting those with suitable 
experience who are interested in managing 
the venue to contact its property management 
department. 

A spokeswoman said: “The council is keen to 
find new tenants for the premises as soon as 
possible to minimise disruption to the groups 
who currently use the venue.” 

The property is being publicly advertised. 
Each application will be considered on its mer¬ 
its and the new lease will be offered to the 
applicant that the council considers will pro¬ 
vide a secure future for the venue.

The property has been secured temporarily to 
protect it from potential damage. 

Mr Crace appeared on the scene to save the 
pavilion when its future was on the line. 

The council said it could not pay for the cost¬ 
ly renovations that were needed under the 
Disability Discrimination Act.

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Understanding the Spirit's soul

I’VE been writing about the ferry 
industry out of Dover for two 
decades, but the launch last week of 
the first of the two giant P&O fer¬ 
ries was something special for me. 

Dover's feny industiy is always interesting 
and carries a little bit of glamour: They may be 
‘only ferries’ to some people, but to someone like 
me they are ships. 

During my time in Kent I’ve crossed the 
Channel more times than I can calculate. 
Nothing beats that excitement as you drive off 
on the wrong side of the road with the whole of 
Europe before you. 

And on the way back, there’s something emo¬ 
tive about the White Cliffs and your return to 
England, even it’s only from a day out. 

The port dominates Dover life. Many earn 
their living from it and it draws the town into 
dozens of national and international connec¬ 
tions, from illegal immigration to road transport. 

During my 20-odd years in this county I’ve 
written about the planning, construction and 
completion of the Channel Tunnel; we’ve seen 
a succession of smaller ferry operators arrive 
at, and depart from, Dover (as well as the 
growth of some); and of course the almost 
weekly industrial-relations stories. 

I’ve seen a handful of ferries launched’, includ¬ 
ing the dome-topped Stena Fantasia in 1990. 

Now, real ferry buffs know the Fantasia was 
actually ten years old already and had been 
chopped about by the time she arrived. 

And they’ll also know that when the Stena 
name was lost eight years later, she became 
the POSL Canterbury, then the PO 
Canterbmy before she was laid up in 2003 and 
then sold on to a new life. Most passengers 
don’t care, they just want their food and duty¬ 
frees. 

But those same ferry fans also know that the 
old Fantasia could still be found working (she 


operates out of Poland under the name Wawel). 

Ferries are frequently sold, refitted and 
moved around the world to new lives. 

And that is why the complete build of a 
brand-new ferry is a big deal. A very big deal. 

We are in a recession and the commitment of 
360 billion euros (around £300 million) by 
P&O’s Arab owners to two new ferries makes it 
even more special. 

I met a lot of feny buffs last week in Finland, 
at the Rauma shipyard where both the ships 
are being built. 

These were the people for whom this new 
behemoth’s launch was an event they had 
anticipated for months. 

Alongside the excited P&O chief executive, 
chairman and senior staff and the Finnish 
shipbuilder STX’s proud bosses and workers - 
who are ahead of schedule on their build - the 
feny enthusiasts made the day special for me. 

On Tuesday, June 8, 2010, the new Spirit of 
Britain was floated in her diy dock for the first 
time, and I understood their passion. 

Forget the fact that she is a huge ship with 
the best 21st-centuiy technology making her 
her more manoeuverable and economical than 
the feny that she will replace. 

Forget the fact that the unfinished interior 
reminded me more of the complexity of a 
Canary Wharf skyscraper than a beast whose 
purpose is to transport thousands of people 
and tons of cargo between Britain and the 
Continent quickly, efficiently and in comfort. 

And let’s not dwell on the fact that some¬ 
thing this big would have been unimaginable 
when I first began writing about Dover in 
1989. None of that matters. 

The launch of a new ship is an emotional 
event. It took seven hours to flood the dry dock 
and then the ship was ready to be moved. 

I watched for more than an hour as this sky¬ 
scraper of a feny which dwarfed men and the 
tugs, was manoeuvred a few hundred yards 
from the dock. 

She was no longer a million pieces of welded 
metal. Instead, she had come alive and I 
understood the passion of the ferry buff and I 
knew she had a soul.

The Spirit of Britain 

• The Spirit of Britain (NB1367), built for P&O Ferries by STX 
Europe’s Rauma shipyard, launched June 8, 2010. 

• Sea trials for the 49,000-tonne ferry expected from mid- 
October. She should go into service in January, 2011. 

• She is 213 metres long with a capacity for 180 trucks and 
195 cars. The vessel has capacity for 1,750 passengers. 

A traditional coin-laying ceremony also took place the same 
day to mark the start of the assembly work on the ship’s 
sister vessel, The Spirit of France, in the same Rauma dry 
dock.

Teachers' attitudes 
must be challenged 

Shame on those head-teachers 
who have decided to stop looked- 
after children being taught in 
Thanet schools (Yourthanet, 

June 2). 

This proposal is nothing less 
than educational apartheid 
directed at excluding innocent 
children with special needs from 
our schools. 

Before deciding these children 
are second-class citizens, not 
worthy of being taught in Thanet, 
perhaps these so-called ‘educators’ 
should have read the United 
Nations Convention on the Rights 
of the Child which, in my view, 
almost certainly makes their 
proposal illegal. 

Surely the right thing to do is to 
tackle the politicians about lack of 
resources, rather than punish 
children whose only crime is to 
have had tragically difficult starts 
to their young lives. 

But what makes me most angry 
are the comments attributed to 
Andy Somers, head of Hartsdown 
Technology College. Hartsdown has 
a proud record of support and 
inclusion for vulnerable students. 

As a parent-governor of Foreland 
School, I was looking forward to 
working closely with Mr Somers and 
his team when the new Foreland 
school was built on the Hartsdown 
site. 

Now, however, I feel it will be very 
difficult for me (and I suspect others 
associated with Foreland School) to 
work with someone who appears to 
be opposed to helping children with 
special educational needs. 

Personally, I believe Mr Somers’s 
comments have jeopardised what 
might have been a very successful 
relationship between Foreland and 
Hartsdown schools. 

His support for action which, 

I believe, is illegal, discriminatory 
and morally wrong, will make it 
difficult for me to work with him 
and have any confidence in his 
judgement. 

I will be raising my concerns 
with colleague governors and the 
head-teacher at Foreland School. 

Perhaps it would be helpful if 
Mr Somers was to reconsider what 
he was reported as saying and meet 
the Foreland governors to reassure 
us that he is not acting in a bigoted, 
prejudicial manner.

Ross Emans ponders the filthy state of Margate and says we should all do more to cut the clutter 



TRAVELLING from Margate station 
along the seafront into the town centre 
has been a depressing journey at the 
best of times in recent years. 

Even before you leave the station you see a closed- 
down cafe. Then you are confronted with the 
unavoidable eyesore that is Arlington House, the 
indisputable winner of ‘Margate’s ugliest building’ if 
ever there was such an award. 

You continue past the desolate Dreamland site, 
closed-down cinema, a few uninviting bars, tired- 
looking amusement arcades, run-down apartment 
buildings and boarded-up shops until you reach the 
town centre, with more closed-down shops. 

And yet, when you look away from the town, you 
realise what brought visitors to Margate in the first 
place: the broad, golden sweep of the beach and the 
fantastic sea views. Gazing out towards the sea you 
can temporarily forget the ugliness and tawdriness 
behind you. The views out to sea are a real highlight 
on my way to and from work and it is obvious why so 
many artists have been attracted to the town. 

So you can imagine how my heart sank when I 
cycled past the beach on Monday, May 24, after the 
hottest day of the year so far to see the beach covered 
in rubbish. There was barely a square foot of sand 
that didn’t have a bottle, can, crisp-packet or some 
other piece of detritus blighting it. The bins on the 


beach were overflowing like fountains of filth. 

There are clearly many people who think ‘So what?’. 
The council employs litter-pickers. The beach can be 
cleaned up in time for the next hot day. 

That is true, and indeed the following day when I 
went past, there was a considerable improvement. But 
why should the council have to spend so much money 
picking up all the discarded rubbish? It should not 
have been there in the first place. And what about all 
the plastic rubbish that was blown into the sea, where 
it will take decades, if not centuries, to degrade? 

Putting rubbish in the bin is a basic courtesy to 
others that is patently lacking among many visitors 
to Margate’s beach and town centre. 

Admittedly, there may be an issue with the public 
litter-bins not being emptied frequently enough on 
busy days, and Thanet council’s record on waste- 
management and recycling is frankly shameful. But 
that is no excuse; if the bin is full and you can’t find 
another, you take your rubbish home with you and 
dispose of it there. 

If Margate wants to avoid being labelled a dump, 
then people - locals and visitors alike - must stop 
treating it like one. When Arlington House starts to 
look more attractive than the beach, then any hope of 
the town recapturing its heyday is surely doomed.

REPORTS, photographs and 
memorabilia from one of Kent’s 
oldest cricket clubs have gone on 
display for the first time. 

This year Frindsbury Cricket Club, near 
Strood, celebrates its 125th anniversary, and to 
mark the occasion the Medway Archives and 
Local Studies Centre is hosting a celebratory 
exhibition. 

Visitors are welcome to find out all about the 
team - which played its first match on May 9, 
1886. The exhibition, which runs until Tuesday, 
August 3, was the brainchild of Frindsbury 
resident Tessa Towner, who is also chairwoman 
of the Friends of Medway Archives. 

She said she was inspired to find out more 
about the club when she discovered how many 
members of her own family had been involved 
throughout its history. 

“I own a team photograph that was taken in 
about 1908, and it’s been in my family for as 
long as I can remember,” said Mrs Towner. 

“My grandfather is in the picture and I later 
found out that four other sons of my great¬ 
grandfather also played for Frindsbury. 

“My youngest grandson has just started 
playing for their under-11s side, too. 

“I was bom and bred in the village and I 
wanted to find out more about the club because 


of my love for Frindsbury. I discovered a lot of 
local connections and names that still pop up in 
the area today.” 

Due to a lack of other nearby teams at the 
time of Frindsbury’s formation, the first match 
in its history was contested between the club’s 
single men and its married men. The single 
men won by 52 runs after the married men 
found themselves all out for just 15. 

As well as historic scorecards and 
photographs, the exhibition also features 
information on some of Frindsbury’s most 
successful players. 

These include Jim Stebbins, who in 1902 
claimed a then-world-record eight wickets from 
eight balls, and future Kent representatives 


Charlie Wright (1920s) and John Dye (1960s). 

Mrs Towner revealed how the club was 
formed by several men, including the local 
vicar, the Rev William Hanson Jackson, and 
churchwarden Joseph Skilton - seven of whose 
sons also went on to play for the team. 

She said: “It’s strange because although the 
club has been around for 125 years you don’t 
really hear a lot about it in the village any 
more. The team’s had its ups and downs, but it’s 
still going strong today.” 

The exhibition is at the Clock Tower building, 
behind the site of the former Strood Civic 
Centre, and is open every day except Wednes¬ 
days and Sundays. Admission is free. Phone 
01634 332714 for more information.

Whitstable Library will be the venue for 
Table Read, a film that tells stories inspired by 
dreams. British artist Olivia Plender spent 
two months exchanging dreams with Unnar 
Om of Iceland, with the resulting stories being 
played out for the camera. 

The film can be seen at the library from 9am 
to 6pm, Monday to Friday, 9am to 5pm on 
Saturday and 10am to 4pm on Sunday. 

Greek-born artist Mikhail Karikis brings 
the second act of Xenon, his six-part ‘exploded 
opera’, to the Biennale and explores the idea of 
strangers and how we relate to them. 

The performance features a group of unlike¬ 
ly strangers meeting each other for the first 
time and the audience will also feel the effects 
of coming into contact with strangers.

“WHERE are you going?” 
asked a bright-eyed Nicolas 
behind the Avis car-rental 
counter at Lyon airport.

Better equipped than our London 
flat, Jehanne offered impressive 
cooking facilities (compact stove top, 
microwave, toaster, kettle, pots and 
pans, fridge/freezer), five-star hotel 
bathroom facilities and even a flush 
toilet - almost unheard of in the 
camping world. 

Shuttered windows and portholes 
opened out to the greenery beyond. 

Deep in the middle of nowhere, it 
was peaceful, tranquil and idyllic.

Our nearest village was nine miles 
away, squashing any romantic 
dreams I had of walking down the 
country lane to buy warm croissants 
for breakfast.

Tough pre-season 
fixtures to benefit 
Blues, says boss 


MARGATE may not be taking on any big 
names this pre-season, but manager Iain 
O’Connell believes their more humble oppo¬ 
nents will provide the perfect preparation. 

The Blues face Dover Athletic at Crabble 
on August 3, but their five other friendlies are 
against teams below them in the non-league 
pyramid, with three Kent derbies among 
those arranged. 

O’Connell takes his side to Faversham 
Town on July 24, and the Gate then travel to 
Whitstable Town on August 7, before Ashford 
Town visit Hartsdown Park three days later. 

Margate will also take on O’Connell’s pre¬ 
vious club, Great Wakering Rovers, on July 
31, and they conclude their pre-season pro¬ 
gramme with another trip to Essex as they 
visit East Thurrock United on August 14.

With the teams we’re up 
against, it should make it quite competitive 
and hopefully we can get through without 
any injuries.” 

O’Connell says he is now looking to bring in 
just one more player ahead of the new sea¬ 
son, with his squad returning for pre-season 
training on June 28. 

The early signings of Allan Tait, Laurence 
Ball and Craig Cloke, combined with the 
Ryman League’s later start date (August 21), 
should give O’Connell sufficient time to 
ensure Margate hit the ground running. 

“It’s so important to get off to a good start 
because it gives you confidence,” he said. 
‘Hartford did it last year and even though 
they stumbled at the end, they had already 
done enough.”
